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Cheap Labor Wanted. 


Senator John T. Morgan, of 
Alabama, in 1883, in a speech in the 
Senate, said substantially that he 
opposed protection because it in- 
creased the wages of labor; that he 
wanted cheap labor for the cotten 
fields of the South. That protec- 
tion cost each cotton planter 
twenty-five cents a day, per laborer 
more than it otherwise would. 
That he regarded the mineral 
wealth and industrial development 
of Alabama doubtful blessings. In 
view of these facts how can any 
candid mind doubt that free trade 
is the purpose ef Southern Democ- 
racy, and as such the policy of the 
Democratic party ? 

For as seon as the Southern 
leaders again get control of that 
party after the war it was pro- 
claimed that the tariff was a 168al 
and not a national issue. Next a 
tariff for revenue was demanded. 
Then “a tariff for revenue only, 
with incidental protection.” Now 


they make the unctueus demand | 


for “tariff reform.” It is thus plain 
that the ambition of the Southern 
leaders is now, as before secession, 
the spoils of power, the creation of 
a governing class, the pauperiza- 
tion of labor, the establishment of 
a system of agricultural peonage 
and the encouragement of section- 
alism. For these objects’ the 
South, by fraud and intimidation, 
has been solidified. The next step

tablish free trade, that. the South, 
by reason of the wealth of its cot- 
ton, the great staple of exporta- 
tion, may again be firmly put in 
the saddle. .

| The Imprisoned Whaling Fleet. 

| WAaASHINGTON, Nov. 2.— Under 
the orders from the Acting Secre- 
‘tary of the Navy, a naval officer 
‘found in San Francisco, the cap- 
‘tain of the bark Howland, which 
‘brought the news of the perilous 
situation of the American whalers 
in the Arctic waters, and succeeded 
‘in securing the following ad- 


ditionalinformation: The thirteen 
vessels, at last accounts, were en- 
closed in au open lake, twenty 
milesin diameter in an ice pack, 
in latitude 71 north and lengitude 
174 west. The steam whaler, Lu- 
‘eretia, was the last vessel to get 
out, forcing her way threugh 
young ice. She reported the state 
‘of affairsto the fleet outside, aud 
the steam whalers Thrasher and 
Freeman started immediatelv to 
attempt a rescue which may have 
_been successful. The imprisoned 
vessels have experienced captains 
and are all well found in clothing 
‘and food, which may be. supple- 
mented by game and fish, in case 
‘of necessity. Other vessels are ex- 
pected to arrive in San Francisco 
any day, bringing later news of the 
‘imprisoned fleet. Although this 
repert is regarded at the Navy De- 
partment as much more favorable 
than that first received, prepara- 
tions to fit out the United States 
Thetis for a relief expdition will 
be pushed forward. 

LATER.—The whalers which ar- 
rived from the Arctic this after- 
noon, brought information that the 
thirteen vessels in the ice pack are 
safe.

The black and brown | 
larly deserving of notice, and are the 
most widely distributed over the world. 
It is not known where or how they were 
introduced into Curove first, but it must 
have been in reeent times, as the ancients 
did not know them. 

They both appear to be natives of the 
central!part of Asia. The brown rat 
found its way to Europein the beginning 
of the eighteenth century, cnd reached 
Britain and the Western countries of 
Europe about the micdle of that epoch. 

The brown rat is larzerand more pow- 
erful than the black rat, and they are 
decdly foes, The brown rat has cucceeced 
in causing an almost total disa 
of ‘the black rat in places where it was 
very numerous. - | 

According to Mr. Rodewell’s theory,the 
manncr in which the brown rat has sup- 
planted its black foe is by love instead of 
war. Tho brvowas being the stronger 
carry oT the{females cf the blacks by 
force, and t‘:u3 ho accounts for the curi- 
ous kind of parti-colored-offspring which 
may b2 cand! in France. 

These rats infest ships, and so ‘are car- 
ried to the most distant parts of the 
world, some of them getting ashore at 
every port and establishing new col- 
onies. 

The black rat is nearly seven inches 
long, and the brown rat grows to be ten 
inches, with a tail eight inches long. 
Both ‘species are extremely prolific, pro- 
ducing from ten to fourteen at a birth. 
When they are pressed by bunger they do 
not hesitaté to devour the weaker of their 
kind, 

The rat’s never-failing appeti® is 
especially useful in devouring animal and 
vecetable substances, the putrefaction of 
which voald otherwise be productive of 
pestilence. It is crid that the visits of 
the plague to Western Europe and Bri- 
tain have ceased from the time when rats 
became plentiful. 

Their conse of smell is very acute, so 
much so that. ratcatchers are careful to 
glove their hands when setting their 
traps. 

The professional ratcatcher in England 
wears a brass imace ofa rat as a sign of 
his business.

The value of old rubbers of the first- 
class ranges from £50 to £100 a ton, deliv- 
ered at the railway depotin the city of 
the buyer. Many retailers throw old rub- 
bers away or sell them to junk men at 
one-half cent a pound (or $10 a ton),when, 
by uniting and saving them up, they 
could sell them to manufacturers at 
from five to ten times as much. 

A number of manufacturing firms have 
issued o circular to the effect that in the 
future old rubber boots and shoes will be 
expected to be backed free from all other 
material, and no articles, hose or belting 
will be accepted. Leathor and iron-bot- 
tomed boots will be taken at one-fourth 
price, arctics at one-half price, hose at a 
very small price, while belting and cloth-
